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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 11-15, 19, 20-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected groups, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 2/28/2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Owen (US patent 4,255,734). 

Owen's device discloses a plate for a switch matrix, comprising: 
a plate having four equally spaced tabs or finger contacts at 127, 320, 128, and 271 
covered with insuative material projecting outward from the rim of the plate and a 
plurality of ports provided there through; a rotary bearing and shaft at 250 disposed 
within said plate. However, Owen's device fails to explicitly disclose the material of 
which the plate is made of. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to have the plate made of insulating material 
or Teflon, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to 
select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of 
obvious choice. In re leshin, 125 USPQ 416. It would have been obvious to one having 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the plate made of 
insulating material or Teflon in order to avoid short circuitry in the event that one of the 
connector is damaged. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. Prior art fails to disclose the combination features that 
only one of the plurality of the switch assembly is common with hallow thimble joining 
the common switch assembly; wherein the common switch assembl having the 
transmission path the first and second switch heads with the rest of the claims 
limitations.
